7,500 
square feet. 
The action came at the end 
of a lengthy public hearing in 
the county courthouse.

For Novato School Program 


Trustees of Novato Unified | 
School District last night ap-! 
proved a priority schedule for 
a two-year school site and 
building program, including a

Included Is purchase of ap­

Smith said priority points for 
state aid would probably help

In Bonn, Germany, Yemeni 
Charge d’Affaires Abdel Ray- 
man Aboaydany said last night 
that British planes had attack­ 
ed Yemeni towns and that his 
government “will be forced to 
call on volunteers” to fight the 
British. 
Moscow radio today accused 
Britain of “aggression” and 
said the attacks “shows that 
the Suez lesson has been lost 
upon some British circles.” It 
said “ British monopolies are 
trying to grab the riches of the 
Yemen, especially oil.”

Improvement Ordered 


Improvement of the women’s 
facilities in the county jail was 
ordered by the board of super­ 
visors yesterday. At the same 
time the board instructed the 
district attorney to check into 
cost of boarding women pris­ 
oners in facilities of either San 
Francisco 
or 
Contra 
Costa 
County. 


The instruction was appar­ 
ently the death knell for a pro­ 
posal to build a new women’s 
jail facility at the county farm 
in Lucas Valley. County Ad­ 
ministrator Donald J e n s e n 
pointed out in a letter to the 
board that a reinforced con­ 
crete building would have to 
be constructed. 


Costs of staffing the jail 
there would be approximately 
$23.000 per year in addition to 
keeping the present facilities. 
He called this “a prohibitive 
cost” for “only one or two wo­ 
men prisoners usually in cus­ 
tody.” 


He recommended that “no 
further consideration be given 
to women’s jail facilities at the 
county hospital and farm.” \ t

“The young girl who asks for a chemical set, 
dissects worms or collects insects will in all likeli­ 
hood be told that girls are expected to play with 
dolls and leave those other unladylike ventures to 
the boys.” 


Security's Strict 
At AF Atom Bases 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Memo to a foreign spy: 
Are you planning to break 
Into one of the U.S. Air Force 
Strategic Air Command bases? 
Take a little advice: Don’t 
try it 
Any attempt to sabotage an 
SAC base, home of the atom 
and hydrogen bombers, faces 
million to one odds of failure. 
At the very least, you will wind 
up stark naked with a rifle 
butt in your teeth five minutes 
after you try to slip in. And if 
the guards don’t get you, sen­ 
try dogs will. 
They’re ready for you. Real­ 
ly ready. For SAC is at war 
already and it trusts no man— 
not even its own. 
Security is more than a word 
with the Strategic Air Com­ 
mand—it’s a way of life. It’s a 
daily program. 
Practice alerts at all hours 
of the day and night are com­ 
monplace— and the men alert­ 
ed by pyramid phone calls nev­ 
er know if it is a practice af­ 
fair or the real thing. 
Phones ring at 4 a.m. Doors 
slam. Tires squeal as colonels, 
majors, sergeants and airmen 
race to wake others in a pyra­ 
miding alert, then dash for the 
base to stand by on duty for 
five, 
10 
or 
more hours, as 
planes take off on mysterious 
missions. 
But that isn’t the whole 
story—it’s only part of it. Gen. 
Curtis E. LeMay’s Strategic Air 
Command goes to fantastic 
lengths to be sure its bases are 
safe from infiltration and sabo­ 
tage. The stories of its daily 
exercises in security read like 
a cloak and dagger thriller — 
yet they are true. 
SAC bases this very minute 
live under the security restric­ 
tions of wartime. Officers and 
men wear I D. cards on their 
shirts and blouses. Areas to 
which a man may be admitted 
are 
defined. 
If 
som eone 
thoughtlessly crosses a line to 
a zone where he doesn’t be­ 
long he is arrested instantly— 
and not always pleasantly. 
“ I stepped over a line once,” 
a sergeant said. “ I didn’t be­ 
long there— I just wasn’t think­ 
ing. Before 1 knew what had * 


happened two air policemen 
grabbed me by each arm and 
hustled me off to an interro­ 
gation room. 


‘‘They stripped me naked; 
broke my pencil and pen in 
two (searching for tiny but po­ 
tent 
thermite 
bombs), 
and 
stood me against a wall — 
those guys don’t care who you 
are if they catch you in an 
area where you don’t belong.” 


Intelligence 
agents 
fro m 
Washington keep base security 
forces on their toes by sending 
teams around the country to 
try to sneak into SAC bases. 
They go to fantastic lengths in 
their spy-pretense. 
At one base they bought an 
old laundry truck from a firm 
that had been using it for pick­ 
up and delivery on the base. 
They got in to the base and 
planted rolled-up sheets of pa­ 
per on half-dozen B47 jet atom 
bombers. 
Next day the team returned 
—officially—and took the base 
commander and the base pro­ 
vost marshal on a tour and 
showed them the “ bombs” they 
had planted. 
The provost marshal, so the 
story goes, was transferred in 
24 hours. 
Infiltration exercises by in­ 
telligence agents have gotten 
SAC base security men to a 
high peak of efficiency. They 
no longer even trust their own 
mothers.

A threatened crackdown on 
building of raised ramps ex­ 
tending into the street where 
driveways are difficult to enter 
was delayed a month after the 
council heard a fervent plea 
from William S. Sichel of 38 
Carolina avenue, one of the of­ 
fenders. 
A parking-ticket crackdown 
that backfired alsc was put on 
the shelf, after George S. Cow­ 
an and W. A. Fogarty, Scenic 
d r i v e residents, complained 
they had 
b e e n 
ticketed for 
parking their cars overnight on 
a “sh elf’ dug into the hill on 
the side of Scenic drive. The 
street, they said, is only 14 
feet wide — and there is no 
place to park cars. 


District 
Lacks Funds 
To Meet Bills 
Another snarl in the tangled 
affairs of Harbor Point Assess­ 
ment District at Strawberry ap­ 
peared yesterday as Marin su­ 
pervisors received bills against 
the district totaling $24,796 
with the bad news that the dis­ 
trict lacks $3,026 of having 
enough to pay them. 
Main item is a claim for $23,* 
015 from the district’s engi­ 
neer, John C. Oglesby. Supervi­ 
sors noted that Oglesby and 
the district’s attorneys origin­ 
ally agreed to wait for their 
fees until installation of utili­ 
ties at Harbor Point (the pur­ 
pose for which the district was 
organized) is completed. In­ 
tent, they said, was that an 
additional assessment would be 
levied if available funds fell 
short of meeting their fees. 
However, 
attorney 
Harold 
Hayes of Mill Valley, who rep­ 
resents Harbor Point developer 
Sam Neider, has asked the su­ 
pervisors to remove Oglesby 
from the position of district 
engineer because of engineer­ 
ing errors alleged by Hayes. 
Oglesby’s presentation of his 
bill followed this request. 
Another bill against Harbor 
Point is that of Warren Nute, 
engineer for the Richardson 
Bay Sanitary District, for $1,- 
600. Supervisors, uncertain as 
to whether this bill should be 
presented by Nute or by the 
sanitary district, withheld ac­ 
tion on it and set the whole 
thing over until next week.

Refrigerate 


Meat To Keep 
Fine Flavor 


Reba Staggs, meat expert, 
asserts that almost all fresh, 
cured, and cooked meats must 
be kept under refrigeration if 
vou wish to enjoy the original 
fine flavor of the meat. 
Fresh meat should be kept 
loosely covered in the coldest 
part of the refrigerator. The 
inner wrapping paper used by 
the meat dealer makes an ex­ 
cellent 
covering. Rewrapping 
the meat loosely allows a cir­ 
culation of air around the meat 
which 
lengthens its keeping 
quality. Do not wash the meat. 
Bone dust if present can be 
lightly scraped from the sur­ 
face. 
Cooked meat should always 
be closely wrapped or cover­ 
ed tightly when refrigerated. 
Use a tightly covered container 
or wrap in foil to preserve the 
flavor of cooked meat. 
Modern type c u r e d and 
smoked meats should be stor­ 
ed 
under 
refrigeration 
be­ 
cause their keeping quality re­ 
sembles more nearly that of 
fresh meat. Canned hams, ex­ 
cept those weighing 3 pounds 
or less, must be kept in the re­ 
frigerator according to the di­ 
rections on 
each can. Other 
canned meats, when the label 
does not specify refrigeration, 
may be kept on the pantry 
shelf. 
Frozen meat must be kept 
at 0’ F. or lower. It is not 
wise to refreeze meat which 
has been frozen and thawed. 
Meat loses some of its natural 
juices when it is thawed and 
then refrozen. This, of course, 
will make the cooked product 
less juicy, too. 


After the holidays now you about 20 minutes in cold water 
can relax once more, why not 
investigate the cheapej cuts of 
meat and other sources of low- 
cost meals instead of relying 
solely on hamburger meals to 
catch up?

And now that ranges are equip­ 
ped with an oven time control, 
as well as temperature con­ 
trol, you can try something en­ 
tirely different, like baked 
stuffed heart, without being 
forced to remain at home while 
it’s slowly cooking, as it will 
shut itself off automatically at 
the time set. 
If your family has a preju­ 
dice against beef kidney, the 
quickest way to break it down 
is by making 
and 
offering 
without comment a beef-and- 
kidney 
pie or a flavorsome 
spicy kidney stew. Be sure to 
wash the kidneys thoroughly, 
if you’ve never worked with 
them before, 
and 
soak for 


with a dash of vinegar, before 
you start dinner preparations. 
For a fish dinner, substitute 
canned mackerel for canned 
salmon in your favorite recipe 
for salmon loaf and your family 
vill never know the difference, 
but your budget will, as mack­ 
erel costs about one third as 
much. Use mackerel, too, in 
your “standby” recipes with 
noodles or macaroni and other 
casserole dishes. 


When the family gets “steak- 
hungry” remember that Lon­ 
don Broil, made from flank 
steak, will fill the bill very 
satisfactorily at a considerable 
saving and has snob appeal, 
too, as it’s served in the finest 
restaurants. 
In short, take time out to do 
some 
constructive 
planning. 
You’ll not only get a good start 
for 1957 but may find that 
you’ve climbed out of a cook­ 
ing rut, as well!

To panbroil, simply place the 
steak in a frying-pan. Brown 
on both sides. Reduce the heat 
and cook slowly until the meat 
is done, turning occasionally. 
Pour off the drippings as they 
accumulate. Do not over cook. 
Season with salt and pepper. 
Allow 4 to 6 minutes for rare 
steak and 8 to 10 minutes for 
medium-done steak.

STEWED APPLES WITH 
COCONUT SAUCE

large tart apples, coconut sauce. 
Method: Mix vanilla sugar, 
w ater and salt in a 10-inch 
skillet that is at least 2 inches 
deep. Mix well and heat slowly, 
stirring often to dissolve sugar; 
bring to boiling point. In the 
meantime pare, core and cut 
apples into eighths. Add to boil­ 
ing syrup. Cook, uncovered, un­ 
til 
tender 
and 
transparent,

Lamb is a favorite meat of 
the peoples of foreign lands. 
In France, leg of lamb with 
garlic is

choice. A clove of garlic is in­ 
serted in the m eat near the 
bonet and w hether the leg is 
spit-roasted in front of an open 
fire, or baked in an oven, it 
is brushed before and during 
cooking with lard or butter. 
Spanish 
cooks 
oven-brown 
lamb leg or breast in butter 
with a bay leaf, salt, and pep­ 
per in an earthenw are casse­ 
role. The meat is simmered in 
a little white wine and towards 
the end of the cooking pe­ 
riod, fried pimientos, minced 
garlic, and chopped parsley are 
added. 
“Boiled” 
lamb 
w i t h 
dill 
sauce is a popular m eat choice 
in Sweden, and corned lamb, 
similar to our corned beef, is 
considered delicious eating in 
Norway. 
All the peoples of Asia Minor 
—Syrians, Armenians, Turks— 
enjoy skewered 
meats, 
and 
most of them use lamb chunks 
f o r 
t h e i r 
meals-on-a-stick. 
Sometimes bits of onion, to­ 
mato, and green pepper are 
broiled with the lamb, but of­ 
ten the meat is cooked without 
the addition of vegetables, such 
as in this recipe for Armenian 
Shish Kebabs. 
ARMENIAN SHISH KEBABS 
5 to 6 pounds leg of lamb 
large onions, sliced 
tablespoon salt 
teaspoon pepper 
teaspoon oregano 
cup dry red wine or sherry 
cup salad oil 
Bone and cut lamb into 1 
inch cubes. In a large bowl, 
alternate layers of meat and 
onion.

The Greeks add lamb or m ut­ 
ton to many of their pilafs. In 
Arabia and Persia lamb is used 
in a variety of dishes, too. One 
of the most famous Arab dish­ 
es, known as Mechoui, is roast 
whole young lamb. 
Lamb is the meat most often 
used in Assyrian dishes. Lula 
chabab is the Assyrian name 
for charcoal broiled ground 
lamb molded on long skewers. 
Lobya, actually Assyrian lamb 
stew, is a flavorful blending of 
lam b with tomato sauce, green 
pepper, mushrooms and green 
beans. Prepare the stew as fol­ 
lows:

Place meat, onions, salt, pep­ 
per, paprika, and w ater in a 
large heavy pan. Cover and 
cook slowly until m eat is al­ 
most tender, about 1 Vz hours. 
Add tomato sauce; fresh beans, 
cut into short lengths; green 
pepper; and mushrooms. (If 
frozen beans are used, thaw 
and add to meat m ixture the 
last 5 to 8 minutes of cooking.) 
Cover and cook 10 to 15 min­ 
utes longer or until beans and 
m eat are tender. Spoon over 
hot rice to serve. 8 servings. 


TO BRAISE 
FROZEN MEAT 


Commercially frozen meats 
to be braised take little or no 
longer than the correspond­ 
ing cuts of fresh meat. If the 
meat is to be floured before 
browning 
and cooking 
in 
water, thaw m eat slightly, 
then sprinkle with or pound 
in the seasoned flour. Meats 
that require no flouring may 
be browned without thaw­ 
ing, but require a little addi­ 
tional cooking time. 
To braise frozen meats, fol­ 
low the same procedure as 
for fresh meats: brown meat 
in a little hot fat in a heavy 
pan, add seasonings and a 
small am ount o f liquid.

January is a time of inven­ 
tory-taking in grocery stores 
and warehouses; a tim e for 
moving canned foods stocks to 
make way for the new year’s 
bounty which will be coming 
along surprisingly soon. Best 
buys include pears, peaches, 
pineapple, plums, grapefruit. 
A well-stocked canned foods 
shelf is typically American, 
gives the entire family a feel­ 
ing of well-being. It represents 
a way of life where food is 
abundant both in quantity and 
quality. Everybody knows that 
fruits and vegetables used for 
canning are especially grown 
for that purpose, picked at 
point of perfection, sealed in 
cans and cooked in briefest 
possible time after harvesting. 
Every west coaster knows, 
too, that much of these tine 
foods are grown in our own 
gardens and orchards, th at they 
are im portant in our state's 
economy. This week we talk 
about canned fruits. Next week, 
we’ll talk about fancy-ing up 
canned vegetables. 
Read the label. All canned 
foods labels tell the nam e and 
“style” of the product, the net 
weight or volume of the con­ 
tents, the name of the canner 
or distributor.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Despite Drought, We Have 
Water, Thanks To One Man 


We have had, at least up to the mo­ 
ment this was written, an exceedingly 
dry winter. 
The daily rainfall chart 
published by the Independent-Journal 
tells the story of how dry we are this 
year compared to last year— an exceed­ 
ingly wet and stormy one— and how dry 
we are compared to average for this 
date. 
And yet the report from Bill Seeger, 
chief engineer and general manager of 
Marin Municipal W ater district, is that 
we have plenty of water in district res­ 
ervoirs; we have nothing to worry about. 
All this did NOT come about by hap­ 
penstance. 
It wasn’t just luck that 
brought Marin to this state of affairs 
which finds us with plenty of water on 
hand after the driest December in his­ 
tory. 
It results rather from diligent and 
conscientious effort over a long period 
of years— effort with emphasis on fore­ 
sight and planning. 
For this we can thank the trustees 
and the administrators of the water dis­ 
trict, past and present; especially the 
former. 
More specifically, we can thank one 
man above all. 
We refer to James S. (Jim) Peters, 
Seeger’s predecessor as general m an­ 
ager and chief engineer. 
As the old timers say, “Jim raised the 
district from a pup.” 
If there were anything wrong with 
the district, it would pretty much be his 
fault. If there’s anything good about it, 
it is pretty much to his credit. 
Fortunately, 
there 
is NOT much 
about it that isn’t good. Almost every-

thing we know about it is good. 
We 
don’t know anything adverse. 
So it can honestly be said that today’s 
situation— plenty of w ater in the midst 
of drought— is a tribute to Jim Peters’ 
energetic efforts and foresight and to 
the trustees who accepted his sugges­ 
tions. 
All of this is by way of comment on 
Jim Peters’ recent formal resignation 
from his position as salaried consultant 
for the water district. It will be rem em ­ 
bered that Jim Peters quit the daily 
grind and responsibility that comprised 
the burden of his job as water district 
boss, a couple of years ago. 
He tried to resign completely, but the 
trustees wisely prevailed upon him to 
continue as a consultant so that the dis­ 
trict might have the advantage of his 
experience and wisdom. 
Some weeks back, Jim Peters’ ail­ 
ments bothered him to the point where 
he became insistent about resigning 
completely and finally. The trustees at 
last acceded to his demands and ac­ 
cepted his resignation. 
The incident went almost unnoticed 
by the public at the time. 
But now that we are enjoying the 
fruits of Jim Peters’ long service to the 
district, we are reminded of our debt to 
him and we are moved to call it all to 
the attention of others. 
And we are sure we speak for all of 
Jim Peters’ admirers when we say, “We 
are grateful to you for a job well done. 
May the years ahead bring happiness 
to you, even as your work is bringing 
happiness to all of us by making Marin 
a better place in which to live.”

SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) — 
One of the many increases in 
the state budget that Califor­ 
nia taxpayers will have to 
face this year is a proposed 
increase of five per cent for 
state employee salaries. 


It is almost a foregone con­ 
clusion that the State Legis­ 
lature will back up the rec­ 
ommendations of the State 
Personnel Board and grant 
the additional money for the 
salary increases. Whether the 
amount comes to $20 million 
or not cannot be ascertained 
until the fiscal year is over, 
but it will be in that neigh­ 
borhood. 


SALARY increases, which 
the personnel board contends 
are in line with salaries paid 
for comparable work in pri­ 
vate industry, are not the 
only benefits that state em­ 
ployees will seek at the cur­ 
rent Legislature. Whether the 
increases actually are in line 
with private industry is a 
matter of* argument. In some 
classifications, state pay, not 
considering the other bene­ 
fits of state employees, are 
higher than employees can 
command for private employ­ 
ment. 
In addition to the salary 
increase, 
employees 
now 
are asking for a health in­ 
surance 
program. 
T h i s 
would call for state partici­ 
pation in the cost of medi­ 
cal, surgical 
and 
hospital 
insurance for all state em­ 
ployees. 


TWO ITEMS in connection 
with this proposal will come 
before the Legislature. 


First, 
under present ar­ 
rangements, state employees 
are on the same footing as 
anyone else in the matter of 
health insurance, albeit their

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plan could be called slightly 
better. Under a group plan, 
employees pay the full cost 
of the insurance, which they 
do not have to buy if they 
do not wish to be covered. 
An 
arrangement 
with 
the 
state permits monthly deduc­ 
tions to be made from their 
checks. 
The 
employee, 
of 
course, stands all the cost. 
Thus, as far as the state is 
concerned, the plan cannot 
be held to be a form of so­ 
cialized 
insurance, 
as 
em­ 
ployees in private industry 
groups are entitled to the 
same privileges. 


THE SECOND item is the 
fact that a health insurance 
plan for state employees is 
merely another step toward 
socialization, which is being 
accomplished 
through 
the 
liberal retirement plan of the 
state, and other privileges en­ 
joyed by state employees. 


Under 
a 
state 
plan, the 
business enjoyed by tax-pay­ 
ing private insurance con­ 
cerns 
naturally 
would 
be 
eliminated. And when prof­ 
its are cut down, there are 
less taxes to pay to the state. 
This means that aside from 
the added funds all taxpayers 
would have to put up to pay 
the state’s share of their em­ 
ployees’ h e a l t h insurance 
plan, additional money would 
be needed to make up the 
loss from the firms which 
would lose the business. 


Thus, it can readily be 
seen that setting up such a 
plan for the exclusive bene­ 
fit of a single group of people 
not only would be costly but 
also unfair to the public in 
general, which would not, as 
the constitution guarantees, 
enjoy the same rights from 
government as a particular 
class of citizens. 
And it would be, as well, a 
continuation of the socialistic 
trend which is apparent in 
the state employee retirement 
program whereby one class of 
citizens benefits to a greater 
extent than other classes.

ALTHOUGH A group of 
northern senators is attempt­ 
ing to limit the right to fili­ 
buster — the right, that is to 
say, of unlimited debate in 
order to prevent a vote on a 
bill—it would be a spectacu­ 
lar surprise if the Senate vot­ 
ed to amend its own rules. 
The amendment would re­ 
quire not only a big majority 
of the senators. The senators 
would have to be in a mood 
to fight for the amendment 
to the bitter end and at the 
risk of stalling all the other 
business of the Senate. For 
Rule XXII, which allows the 
filibuster, is in effect a veto, 
held by the southern states, 
on federal legislation dealing 
with the relations of Negroes 
and whites.

President Monroe, the right 
to filibuster did not exist in 
the early days of the Repub­ 
lic. From 1789 until 1806 de­ 
bate could be ended at any 
time by a vote of the majority 
of the senators present. From 
1806 until 1917, there was no 
limitation on debate. In 1917, 
on the eve of our entrance 
into the first World War, the 
filibuster was used to block 
war-like measures which the 
Wilson administration w a s 
proposing. 
It was then that a cloture 
rule was adopted, providing 
that a debate could be ended 
by a vote of two-thirds of the 
senators who were present 
and voting. As Mr. 
Brant 
points out, under this rule, 
supposing there were 20 sen­ 
ators absent, debate could be 
ended by a vote of 51 to 2.5— 
that is to say, by a very few 
more than a majority of all 
the senators. 
The interesting and signifi­ 
cant fact is that in 1949 the 
Senate amended its rules in 
favor of the filibuster, and to 
make it virtually impossible 
to limit debate. It adopted 
the famous Rule XXII, which 
some of the northern senators 
are now trying to amend. 
Rule XXII does two things. 
Debate can be ended only if 
64 senators are present and 
vote affirmatively to end it. 
Thus if 63 senators vote to 
end debate, while only 13 
voted not to end debate, the 
13 would prevail and the de­ 
bate could 
not be ended. 
Then, to protect this right of 
filibuster, Rule XXII provides 
that there is an unlimited 
right to filibuster against an 
attempt to amend Rule XXII 
itself. 


WHAT HAPPENED in 1949? 
What happened was the Tru­ 
man administration, with its 
determination to pass federal 
laws dealing with race rela­ 
tions. Although there was un­ 
limited debate in the Senate 
for more than a century and 
until the first World War, 
the right to filibuster was 
never entrenched as it has 
been since 1949. The proof 


is that in 1917 the Senate did 
adopt a rule for closing de­ 
bate. 
It was not until 1949 that 
Rule XXII virtually deprived 
ype 
Senate of the right to 
amend Rule XXII. It is plain 
enough that Rule XXII was 
designed to establish what is 
tantamount 
to 
a 
southern 
veto on the problems which 
may be subject to federal leg­ 
islation. 
The real issue in the argu­ 
ment about Rule XXII 
is 
whether Congress may legis­ 
late in the field of race rela­ 
tions. It is because Truman 
and then Eisenhower have 
wanted to legislate in this 
field that Rule XXII will al­ 
most certainly be kept in 
force. 


THE MOVEMENT in this 
century towards desegrega­ 
tion and against legal and 
economic 
discrimination 
is 
one of the most impressive 
phenomena of our era. But 
it is highly unlikely that fed­ 
eral 
legislation 
will 
be al­ 
lowed to play much of a part 
in this movement. 
The movement will proceed 
mainly by local actions that 
reflect extraordinary change 
of public opinion in almost all 
sections of the country. 


A N O T H E R 
interesting 
question about the powers of 
Congress is posed by the 
president’s request for au­ 
thority to use force in the 
Middle East. 
The theory of the Consti­ 
tution is supposed to be that 
when the president tells Con­ 
gress that a state of war ex­ 
ists or that a state of war 
should be declared, Congress 
then has the power to legalize 
the waging of war. 
In a case where the presi­ 
dent is convinced before Con­ 
gress is convinced that war 
is inevitable or that it is nec­ 
essary — as 
for 
example 
President 
Roosevelt 
before 
Pearl Harbor — the legal au­ 
thority of Congress has acted 
as a powerful check upon the 
President’s pre-war actions. 
The Eisenhower procedure 
is to ask Congress to under­ 
write in advance, even if it 
means war, the moves the 
President may decide to take. 


IN the nature of things 
it is impossible for the 
president to be specific or 
clear as to what moves he 
may feel impelled or com­ 
pelled to make. Therefore, 
a congressional vote of the 
kind president Eisenhower 
is asking is, in effect, a vote 
of confidence and a con­ 
gressional commitment to 
support him in what fol­ 
lows. 


Not every president would 
ask or could hope to get au­ 
thority of this kind from Con­ 
gress. President Eisenhower 
will get it. But he will be in­ 
curring an obligation to keep 
Congress fully informed and 
closely advised not only as 
to what he does, but as to why 
he does it.
